CRATER LAKE 
WYANDOTTE CAVE 


Ages ago a great, tall, volcanic peak, 
Which ha.« been called Mount Mazaimi, 
occupied “a place in the sun” in the 
-outhwestern part of Oregon, about 
half way between Portland and San 
Francisco. The volcanic action within 
this mountain produced beat of sttch 
intensity and in such quantity that the 
entire top melted, fell in and disap­ 
peared.

THE GRASSHOPPER GLACIER 


Near the ancient town of Cooke City, 
Mont., northeast of Yellowstone park, 
there is an immense glacier or ice 
field. 
This glacier is composed ol 
thousands of strata. These strata, or 
layers of ice, are filled with a species 
of insect, locally referred to as “grass 
hopper’’ for want of a better name, j 
and now extinct. 
The «clentilic explanation of thii 
peculiar phenomena is that, no one 
knows how long ago. this section of tin? 
country was visited by u plague <>1 
these Insects; that while flying over 
the mountains ».f the Bear Tooth 
range, in what is now known as the 
Bear T<x>th National forest, they were 
caught In snowstorms, carried down t( 
earth and died. 
The passage of these 
swarms of insects continued at Inter­ 
vals year after year, 
Winter after 
winter, millions upon million« of th**<e 
inserts w’ere caught In th< snowstorms 
and perished. 
This glacier is approximately one 
mile wide and upwards of half a mile 
long. 
Because of the fact that It lies 
In a rock-rlmmed, howl shaped space 
on the shoulder of a mountain, at an 
elevation of about 31,500 feet above 
sea level no oDe can accurately deter­ 
mine just how thick It is. 
Its dei*th 
may be as groat tis 1,000 feet. 
The layers of ice which make up this 
glacier are alternately light and dark 
in color. 
This, it is thought, is ac­ 
counted for by the fact that each year 
the snow which fell during the period 
after tb»- flights had ceased, being 
pure, containing no lns»*<-ts, fell, froze 
and formed a “light” - ’ rata, whereas 
the snow* which formed tin* succeed­ 
ing strata, fell during one of these in­ 
sect flights, contained countless num­ 
bers vf their carcasses and formed a 
“dark" strata. 
Certain it is that there is not a sim­ 
ilar spectacle in the known world.

Sporadic reference 
in new spapers 
to the 
possibility of 
m an u factu rin g 
“ synthectic” gold

Such a careless 
use of term s, we are warned 
by an 
editorial w riter in The 
Engineering 
and 
Mining 
Jo u rn al-P ress 
(New 
Y ork), invariably indicates ignorance 
of the subject. All new spapers com ­ 
m ent th a t 
discusses 
seriously 
the 
subject of 
“ synthetic” 
gold can be 
dismissed as unw orthy of more th a n 
cursory attention. Synthesis implies 
the union of two or more elements. 
Gold is an 
elem ent— as 
are all the 
others m etals— so it cannot bo s \n - 
theaized. We read fu rth er: 
“The m etal miner need fear n o th ­ 
ing from 
the discoveries of science. 
In this respect he is in a more fo rtu ­ 
nate position than the miner of com­ 
pounds, m any of which can be m an u ­ 
factured synthetically. However, the 
economic aspect 
is 
im portant. Suc­ 
cessful 
technology 
does not alw ays 
connote commercial suprem acy, 
fh e 
p resent 
position 
of 
the 
industr ies 
concerned with the 
synthetic m a n u ­ 
facture of 
n itra te , cam phor and in­ 
digo constitutes an indication of suc­ 
cessful research and technical deve­ 
lopment ag ain st 
economic odds too 
s tro n g to be overcome. 
“T ransm utation, which may be de­ 
fined as a n atural 
and little un d er­ 
stood change, w hereby an element is 
transform ed into 
another 
element, 
is 
an 
accepted 
fact. 
S atisfactory 
proof has been forthcom ing th a t the 
vaporings of the 
alchem ists an ted a­ 
ted scientific discoveries th a t would 
have filled 
them with awe. So fai it 
has been found impossible to control 
or to stim ulate the change, but it has 
bet n dem onstrated th a t uranium and 
thorium , for instance may be tian s- 
muted, with lead as the final product. 
It is not im probable th a t lead may 
be transm uted into gold; but e x p e r­ 
ience has shown th a t this would in­ 
volve an am ount of energy out 
>f all 
proportion to the value of the u lti­ 
m ate product.

fact, gold-m iners 
will be cheered to know th a t a 
r e ­ 
verse process m ay prove to be the 
more practicable; the 
changing

gold into lead may be profitbale be­

Near the ancient town of Cooke City, 
Mont., northeast of Yellowstone park, 
there is an immense glacier or Ice 
field. 
This glacier is composed of 
thousands of strata. 
These strata, or 
layers of Ice. are filled with u species 
of lneect, locally referred to aw "grass 
.hopper” for want of a better name, 
and now extinct. 
The scientific explanation of thl* 
peculiar phenomena Is that, no one 
knows how long ago, this section of the 
country was visited b y 
a plague of 
these insects; that while flying ovei 
the 
mountains 
of 
the 
Bear 
Tooth 
range. In what is now known aw the 
Bear Tooth National forest, they were 
'caught In snowstorms, curried down to 
earth and died. 
The passage of these 
swarms of insects continued at inter 
vnls year after year. 
Winter after 
winter, millions upon millions of these 
insects were caught in the snowstorms 
and perished. 
This glacier is approximately one 
inile wide and upwards of half a mile 
long. 
Beouuse of the fact that it lies 
in a rock-rimmed, bowl shaped space 
on the shoulder of a mountain, at an 
elevation of about 11,500 feet above 
sea level, no one can accurately deter­ 
mine just how thick it is. 
Its dej*th 
may be as great as 1,000 feet. 
The layers of Ice which make up tlds 
glacier are alternately light und dark 
in color. 
This, it Is thought, is ac­ 
counted for by the fact th a t each year 
the snow which fell during tlie period 
after the flights hud 
ceased, being 
pure, containing no Insects, fell, froze 
and formed a “light" strata, whereas 
the snow which formed the succeed­ 
ing strata, fell during one of these in­ 
sect flights, contained countless num­ 
bers of their carcass* « and formed a 
"dark" strata.

EARLY S P R I N G GREENS

Many people If they hud a taste of 
some of our noxious 
weed* would 
consider them very a p 
petlzlng. 
They are not 
gathered and placed In 
the murket as are w atei 
cress, spinach, and aspar 
agrn*. A bunch of tendei 
shouts of the milk weed 
cooked and dressed with 
a sauce like asparagus 
will be found especially 
good at this season. 
All we need to do, to have a splen 
did blood purifier thl» spring. Is to go 
out and g ath er the greens. 
Boll them 
Ulitll nearly tender in boiling w a t e r - 
just as little as p o ssib le-th e n add 
salt and finish cooking. 
Drain, cut 
several tim es with a sharp knife, pour 
over melted butter, pork fat, ham or 
bacon fat and serve them very hot. 
If any are left, mold in small cups, 
garnish with hard cooked egg, and 
serve with French dressing. 
In washing greens great care should 
he tuken to look over each leaf. 
If 
the greens grow In sandy soil, soak 
them in a deep pail of w ater so that 
the sand will drop to the bottom. 
Spinach leaves are so deeply Indented 
that they need great care In cleans­ 
ing.

Such a careless 
use of term s, we are warned 
by an 
editorial w riter in The 
Engineering 
and 
Mining 
Jo u rn aL P re ss 
(New 
Y ork), invariably indicates ignorance 
of the subject. All new spapers com ­ 
m ent th a t 
discusses 
seriously 
the 
subject of 
"synthetic" 
gold can be 
dismissed as unw orthy of more than 
cursory attention. Synthesis implies 
the union of twro or more elements. 
Gold is an 
elem ent— as 
are all the 
others m etals— so it cannot be sy n ­ 
thesized. We read fu rth e r: 
“The m etal miner nee«l fear no th ­ 
ing from 
the discoveries of science. 
In this respect he is in a more fo rtu ­ 
nate position than the m iner «»f com ­ 
pounds, m any «»f which can be m an u ­ 
factured synthetically. However, the 
economic aspect 
is 
im portant. Suc­ 
cessful 
technology 
does not always 
connote commercial suprem acy. The 
present 
position 
of 
the 
industries 
concerned with the 
synthetic m a n u ­ 
facture of 
n itrate, cam phor and in­ 
digo constitutes an indication 
suc­ 
cessful research and technical deve­ 
lopment against 
economic odds too 
stro n g to be overcome. 
"T ransm utation, which may be de­ 
fined as a n atural 
and little under­ 
stood change, whereby an element is 
transform ed into 
another 
element, 
is 
an 
accepted 
fact. 
Satisfactory 
proof has been forthcom ing th a t the 
vaporings of the 
alchem ists an ted a­ 
ted scientific discoveries th a t would 
have filled 
them with awe. So ta r it 
has been found impossible to control 
or to stim ulate the change, but it has 
been dem onstrated th a t uranium and 
thorium , for instance m ay be tr a n s ­ 
muted, with lead as the final product. 
It is not improbable th a t lead may 
be transm uted into gold; but ex p e r­ 
ience has sh«iwn th a t this would in 
volve an am ount of energy out *f all 
proportion to the value of the u lti­ 
m ate product.
